workers, usually for making visits 
among members. 

Fifty-three per cent of the pastors 
have a college and seminary educa- 
tion, regarded as desirable in al! 
candidates for the ministry: 18 per 
cent have been still further educated 
while 28 per cent have had either no 
college or no seminary education.
